The Denver Division has be. .. aware of the CRC since 
the late 1960's. It was founded by eutenant Colonel 
(U. S. Army retired) ARCHIBALD E. R~ 7RTS and has a mailing 
address of Post Offi~e Box 986, For-. Jollins, Colorado, 80522. 
The CRC advocates the restoration o; _he Constitution through 
repeal of the Federal Reserve Act an_ through the elimination 
of the United Nations. Denver files also show that in 
November, 1984, the COLORADO SPRINGS POLICE DEPARTMENT (CSPD) 
identified the CRC as one group which was supportive of the 
Posse Comitatus of Colorado. 


In material published by ROBERTS, he has stated in 
1962, while on active duty with the U. S. Army and assigned 
to the 24th infantry division in Europe. He prepared at the 
direction of Major General EDWIN A. WALKER, a program to teach 
"citizenship in service" to members of the German based 
command. ROBERTS was critically attacked by the national 
press for defying Pentagon mut^ling in an address before the 
Daughters of the American Revolution in Washington, D. C. 

As a result of this defiance, according to ROBERTS, he was 
immediately confined to his post at Fort Lee, Virginia, and 
on May 7, 1962, the Secretary of the Army relieved him of 
active duty assignment. ROBERTS said he was denied a court 
martial or legal counsel to which he was entitled and as a 
result of his ouster brought civil suit against the Secretary 
of the Army. In 196-,, the U. S. District Court in Washington 
found that the Secretary of the Army was in violation of 
his own regulations. ROBERTS was subsequently reinstated on 
active duty, awarded three years back pay, and retroactively

T he UNITED NATIONS Or¬ 
ganization, lineal descendent 
of the star-crossed League of 
Nations, was spawned two weeks after 
Pearl Harbor in the office of Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull. 

In a letter to President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt dated December 22, 1941, 
Secretary Hull, at the direction of his 
faceless sporsors, recommended the 
founding of a Presidential Advisory 
Committee on Post-War Foreign Policy. 

The Post-War Foreign Policy Com¬ 
mittee was, as we shall see, the Plan¬ 
ning Commission for the United Na¬ 
tions Charter. 

The purpose of this Committee, said 
- Mr. Hull, would be to prepare for effec¬ 
tive participation in the solution of 
“vast and complicated problems of in¬ 
ternational relations which will confront 
the United States and the world after 
final defeat of the forces of aggres¬ 
sion.” 

“It,” (the Committee) Hull said, 
“will work in the inseparably interre¬ 
lated fields of general security, limitation 
of armaments, sound international eco¬ 
nomic relationships, and other phases 
of international cooperation, the imple¬ 
mentation of which is essential to en¬ 
during world peace and to economic 
progress.” 

These world government goals, par¬ 
alleling the objectives of the Foreign 
Policy Association (an interlocking 
agency of the Council on Foreign Re¬ 
lations) were subsequently embedded in 
the Charter of the United Nations Or¬ 


ganization—a world government con¬ 
stitution. 

All research, interdepartmental gov¬ 
ernment agency coordination, and in¬ 
ternational cooperation concerning this 
United Nations Planning Commission 
was set up in the Department of State 
“or under its leadership.”

Mr. RARICK. Mr. Speaker, an inter¬ 
esting debate on the subject, “Should the 
United States Participate in and En¬ 
courage the Development of the United 
Nations?" is scheduled for this evening 
at Westchester County Center, West 
Plains, N.Y., under the auspices of the 
Westchester County Committee, New 
Yorkers for the Constitution. 

Mr. Arch E. Roberts, lieutenant col¬ 
onel, Army of the United States, retired, 
an author, renowned traveler and proven 
American patriot, who is a participant in 
the debate, has made available a copy of 
his succinct, pro-American argument in 
support of constitutional government as 
opposed to anarchy and our bankrupt in¬ 
ternational policy. 

Because this distinguished scholar has 
prepared such an interesting and timely 
manuscript I feel that it is of profound 
interest to all of our colleagues and I 
include in the Record at this point: 

Roberts’ Argument 

Ladies and gentlemen of the Jury, I hold 
for the prosecution. 

During the next twenty minutes the pros¬ 
ecution will attempt to prove the following 
charges against the United Nations 
Organization: 

1. That the United Nations is a subversive 
Organization. 

2. That vital powers of government held 
In trust for the American people have been 
Ulegally transferred to the United Nations 
Organization in violation of the prohibitions 
of the Constitution. 

3. That the United Nations Charter was 
foisted upon the American people to serve 
those who seek to overthrow the Constitution 


and coerce American citizens into a socialist 
animal farm. 

Consonant with facts presented in official 
documents and pubUc testimony, I shall 
utilize the war in Viet Nam to prove these 
accusations, and to expose the real objec¬ 
tives of the United Nations and those who 
promote its cause. 

During the course of my indictment of the 
United Nations it will be well to keep in mfnd 
the following axiom: 

Wars—under whatever name—which do 
not reduce the political power of an officially 
named ‘’enemy" of the American people, and 
which do not Increase the political power of 
the United States, must in the end reduce 
the political power of the United States and 
thus serve the secret objectives of a con¬ 
cealed enemy. 

Let us begin our introduction for the 
piosecution by caUing on the testimony of 
Lyndon B. Johnson, then president of the 
United States: Mr. Johnson told the Ameri¬ 
can people on 13 July, 1965, that their sol¬ 
dier-sons are dying in Viet Nam because of 
United States commitment to the Southeast 
Asia Treaty Organization. 

During a White House news conference on 
this date President Johnson stated: “I think 
that it is well for us to remember that three 
presidents have made the pledge for this 
nation, that the Senate has ratified the 
SEATO Treaty by a vote of 82 to 1, pledging 
the United States to come to the aid of any 
nation upon their request who are parties to 
that Treaty .. 

President Johnson then went on to say, 
"We expect to keep that commitment. Our 
national honor is at stake." 

Four years later, nearly to the day, Presi¬ 
dent Richard M. Nixon was to use the same 
words In describing our commitment to the 
SEATO Treaty. 

On Monday, 29 July, 1969, in Bangkok, 
Thailand, headquarters for the Southeast 
Asia Treaty Organization, Mr. Nixon re¬ 
iterated his pledge to the SEATO Treaty in 
these words: 

"We are determined,*’ Nixon testified on 
world-wide television, "to honor our commit¬ 
ment to the Southeast Asia Treaty.” 

Neither Mr. Nixon nor his predecessors 
have, of course, admitted that the South- 








east Asia Treaty, a treaty wnlch our 6ons 
"honor" in blood and agony, was framed un¬ 
der the provisions of articles 62 and 63. 
United Nations Charter. 

As we shall see, however, SEATO is a “re¬ 
gional arrangement" formed to deal with 
matters relating to the maintenance of in¬ 
ternational peace and security "consistent 
with the Purposes and Principles of the 
United* Nations." 

The prosecution will prove that the “no- 
win" war in Viet Nam is secretely a United 
Nations war and that it is being conducted 
to serve the “Purposes and Principles" of the 
United Nations Organization. 

We will also reveal why this strange war 
has clearly failed to reduce the political 
power of the "communist enemy.” Instead, 
the war has Increased the political power of 
the United Nations and thus serves the ob¬ 
jectives of a concealed enemy. 

Our first exhibit for the prosecution is. 
"The Story of SEATO," a booklet published 
by the Southeast Asia Treaty Organization. 

On page five of, "The Story of SEATO”, we 
find the following declaration: 

"The members of SEATO have chosen a 
collective defence system, under the author¬ 
ity of the Charter of the United Nations." 

SEATO. in this statement of purpose, as¬ 
serts that it is an agency—an extension—of 
the United Nations Organization. 

Let us now Join this information to ex¬ 
hibit number two for the prceecution; the 
SEATO Treaty, 

“The Parties", says Article I of SEATO, 
"undertake, as set forth in the Charter of 
the United Nations, to settle any interna¬ 
tional dispute in which they may be in¬ 
volved by peaceful means . . . and to refrain 
in their International relations from the 
threat or use of force in any manner incon¬ 
sistent with the purposes of the United 
Nations." 

American casualty figures in this inter¬ 
minable war are stark evidence that the 
military "force” used in Viet Nam is applied 
in a manner consistent with the “purposes 
of the United Nations.” 

United States Ambassador to Viet Nam, 
Ellsworth Bunker, made this point crystal 
clear in his personal testimony on "Meet the 
Press,” 19 November, 1967. 

"It seems to me that what we are doing 
(in Viet Nam) is to make credible our com¬ 
mitments under the United Nations and un¬ 
der SEATO Treaty to resist aggression. . . . 
We have made a commitment." 

Unfortunately, Ambassador Bunker failed 
to Identify the U.N. agency which is charged 
with conducting the Viet Nam war “under 
the United Nations." The information to fill 
this important omission can be found under 
Article IV, SEATO Treaty. I quote: "Meas¬ 
ures”—the words "measures” means "mili¬ 
tary action"—"Measures taken under this 
paragraph shall be immediately reported to 
the Security Council of the United Nations.” 

Ladles and gentlemen of the Jury, the 
chain of command could not be more spe¬ 
cific than that: The Security Council is the 


war-waging arm of the United Nations. 

However, let us pinpoint the U.N. articles 
which make "credible our commitment under 
the United Nations and under SEATO," as 
Mr. Bunker so lucidly explained on “Meet 
the Press.” 

For the purpose the prosecution now intro¬ 
duces exhibit three: the United Nations 
Charter. 

As predicted in “The Story of SEATO," the 
authority for construction of the UN-SEATO 
“collective defence system" is revealed in 
Chapter VIII, "Regional Arrangements.” A 
comparison of U.N. and SEATO articles also 
shows that the quotations made previously 
from the SEATO Treaty are, in fact, faithful 
duplication of the provisions of articles 52 
and 54, United Nations Charter. 

"Nothing in the present Charter," says Ar¬ 
ticle 52, "precludes the existence of regional 
arrangements . . . provided that such ar¬ 
rangements or agencies are consistent with 
the Purposes and Principles of the United 
Nations.” 

It is Immediately apparent that Article I 
of SEATO exactly reproduces the authority 
of Article 52, United Nations Charter. 

Article IV of SEATO similarly reflects the 
provisions of Article 54, United Nations Char¬ 
ter. 

"The Security Council,” commands Article 
64, “shall at all times be kept fully informed 
of activities undertaken or in contemplation 
under regional arrangements . . ." 

This means, of course, that U.S. military 
operations "undertaken or in contemplation" 
in Viet Nam are first submitted to the U2f. 
Security Council of approval. 

The evidence permits but one conclusion. 
The strategy of "Perpetual War for Perpetual 
Peace” ... a strategy which sends Ameri¬ 
cans into battle “with neither promise nor 
hope of Victory" ... Is United Nations stra¬ 
tegy. 

U.N. war-making powers, and the usurpa¬ 
tion of congressional authority which per¬ 
mits it, was dramatically illustrated by James 
Reston in his column of 13 July, 1967, en¬ 
titled "Isolation Echoes By U.S. Move In 
Congo.” 

“The administration’s position,” Reston 
testified, "is that it is committed under the 
Charter of the United Nations, under various 
treaties, and under the Truman Doctrine, to 
do whatever it can to maintain peace any¬ 
where in the world.” 

You now realize, of course, that the real 
objective of “no-win” wars is NOT "inter¬ 
national peace and security" as U.N. support¬ 
ers are lead to believe. The true "Purpose and 
Principle” of U.N. military adventures is to 
manipulate the United States armed forces 
under Security Council control; To force all 
of the nations into line and to deliver them 
up to a one world government. 

For proof, I invite your attention to Chap¬ 
ter V, U.N. Charter, headed, “The Security 
Council—Functions and Powers.” 

Article 24: “In order to ensure prompt and 
effective action by the United Nations, its 



Members confer on the security Council pri¬ 
mary responsibility for the maintenance of 
International peace and security . . and, 
Article 25: "The Members of the United Na¬ 
tions agree to accept and carry out the deci¬ 
sions of the Security Council . . ." 

In simple language, ladles and gentlemen, 
these two U.N. articles transform the power 
of self-defense given to the Congress by the 
States, to a blanket authority to send Ameri¬ 
cans Into battle anywhere In the world at the 
direction of the U.N. Security Council. 

The Constitution is, of course, very specific 
about the powers of keeping peace and wag¬ 
ing war. Nowhere does the Constitution au¬ 
thorize the transfer of these powers to an 
international agency. 

The prosecution has therefore established 
the fact that Senate ratification of the 
United Nations Charter on 28 July, 1945, Is in 
violation of the Constitution of the United 
States. Being Illegal It must be put down. 

Perhaps the members of this jury have 
wondered why the war In Korea and the 
war in Viet Nam saw the outpouring of 
vast resources of U.S. men and material 
into a land war in Asia without a formal 
declaration of war by the United States 
Congress. Well, Article 39 of the United 
Nations Charter explains why . , . and, 
more importantly, why the U.N. Security 
Council can, at any time, force the entire 
population of this nation Into a military 
posture without the consent of an impotent 
Congress. 

"The Security Council.” Article 39 directs, 
"shall determine the existence of any threat 
to the peace, breach of the peace, or act of 
aggression and shall . . . decide what 
measures shall be taken in accordance with 
Articles 41 and 42, to maintain or restore 
International peace and security.’' 

Articles 41 and 42 spell out the full au¬ 
thority and extent of U.N. military action 
and authorize the use of "air, sea, and land 
„ forces as may be necessary” to maintain or 
restore "international peace and security.” 

Additionally, the military muscle needed 
to enforce Security Council edicts is provided 
by usurped sovereign powers as spelled out In 
articles 43 and 46. These U.N. laws order the 
transfer of “armed forces, assistance, and 
facilities” from Member nations to the U.N. 
Security Council for use as the Security 
Council may determine in its application 
of armed forces anywhere In the world. 

To give legal coloration to this breach of 
public trust, the Congress of the United 
States, on 26 September, 1961—Just eight 
years ago—ratified Public Law 87-297, "The 
Arms Control and Disarmament Act.” This 
unbelievable legislation purports to “legal¬ 
ize” the transfer of the United States mili¬ 
tary establishment, and American citizens In 
uniform, to a United Nations one world 
army. 

Members of the Jury, fellow Americans, 
your sons now serving in Viet Nam are, by 
U.N. Charter definition, members of a United 
Nations world army and take their orders 
from the United Nations Security Council 


"consistent with the Purposes and Prin¬ 
ciples" of the United Nations Organization. * 

As final proof in the case for the prosecu¬ 
tion I read from Joint House Resolution 
Number 1145, "Gulf of Tonkin Resolution," 
which Is often quoted as Congress's approval 
to commit Americans to the Viet Nam war. 

"This resolution," states Section 3, "6hall 
expire when the President shall determine 
that the peace and security of the area is 
reasonably assured by International condi¬ 
tions created by the action of the United 
Nations.” 

Ladles and gentlemen, I respectfully sub¬ 
mit that the prosecution's case against the 
United Nations is now legally established. 

a. The prosecution has demonstrated that 
the articles of the United Nations Charter 
amend, by deceit and subterfuge, the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States in a manner 
not sanctioned by Article V of the Consti¬ 
tution. 

The United Nations Is, therefore, a sub¬ 
versive organization and Is a threat to the 
freedoms of person and property guaranteed 
to the people by the Constitution. 

b. The prosecution has demonstrated that 
the authority to commit Americans to battle 
anywhere In the world has been surrepti¬ 
tiously transferred from the Congress of the 
United States to the Security Council of the 
United Nations. 

Vital powers of government held In trust 
for the American people have, therefore, been 
Illegally usurped by the United Nations Or¬ 
ganization in violation of the prohibitions 
of the Constitution. 

c. The prosecution has demonstrated that 
the real but concealed objective of the United 
Nations Organization is to place the military 
power of the United States at the disposal 
of the United Nations Security Council; To 
force all of the nations into line and to 
deliver them up to a one world government. 

The United Nations was, therefore, foisted 
upon the American people to serve those who 
seek to overthrow the Constitution and 
coerce American citizens into a socialist 
animal farm. 

In this brief Indictment of the United Na¬ 
tions the prosecution has also revealed that, 
as the political power of the United States Is 
dissipated In "no-win” military adventures, 
the political power of the United Nations, 
and those who promote Its Purposes and 
Principles, Is Increased. 

In summation, the prosecution declares 
that the United States should NOT par¬ 
ticipate in or encourage the development of 
the United Nations. 

To the contrary, the prosecution claims 
that it is the clear and urgent duty of all 
federal officeholders to dismantle the United 
Nations Organization In consonance with 
their oath to "defend and preserve this 
Constitution.” 

During the question and answer period I 
will, If asked.

On or about December 28, the Presi¬ 
dent wrote on Mr. Hull’s letter: “I 
heartily approve. F.D.R.” 

Of the many architects of the United 
Nations Charter — Russian and Amer¬ 
ican — the two principal contributors 
on the American side proved to be Dr. 
Leo Pasvolsky. Chief, Division of Spe¬ 
cial Research, Department of State, and 
his assistant, Mr. Alger Hiss, Chief of 
Political Affairs, Department of State. 

It is of critical significance to note 
that Dr. Pasvolsky, although born in 
Russia of communist revolutionary par¬ 
ents. achieved phenomenal success in 
the United States Department of State. 
He penetrated our Government in 1934 
and rose by rapid progression to a key 
position which ultimately lead to deci¬ 
sions affecting the transfer of United 
States sovereignty to the United Nations 
Organization. 

Time Magazine, in an obituary, dated 
18 May, 1953, credits Pasvolsky with 
being the “architect” of the United Na¬ 
tions Charter. 

Alger Hiss, co-author of the first 


draft of the United Nations Charter and 
later U.N. General Secretary at the San 
Francisco conference, was at the same 
time a member of the Harold Ware 
communist cell in Washington, D.C., a 
Soviet espionage agent, and a member 
of the Council on Foreign Relations. 

The final draft of the United Nations 
Charter, completed work of the Presi¬ 
dential Advisory Committee on Post- 
War Foreign Policy, was approved by 
President Harry S. Truman oil 26 June, 
1945, at the closing session of the San 
Francisco Conference. 

On July 28, the Senate of the United 
States, following a reading of the Char¬ 
ter by Dr. Pasvolsky in the Senate 
Chamber, adopted this extraordinary 
treaty by a vote of 89 to 2. 

In the words of the U.S. Senate, the 
Charter of the Umted Nations thus “be¬ 
came the supreme law of the Land” 
and the Constitution of the United 
States of America passed into history. 

“I feel from the bottom of my heart”, 
said the Honorable William Langer, a 
dissenting Senator, “that the adoption 
of the Charter .. . will mean perpetuat¬ 
ing war. I feel that it will mean the 
enslavement of millions of people from 
Poland to India, from Korea to Java, as 
well as people in many other places on 
this earth.” 

Senator Lunger’s prophesy was to be 
confirmed in blood and agony in the 
succeeding years—with the most terrible 
consequences for the .merican people 
still to unfold. 

The preceding vignette of history has 
established the following relevant evi¬ 
dence: 

1. Every officer of the fourteen- 
member Presidential Advisory Commit¬ 
tee on Post-War Foreign Policy was a 
member of the Council on Foreign Rela¬ 
tions, or under the control of the Coun¬ 
cil on Foreign Relations. 

2. All national and international re- 
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search and coordination for the Commit¬ 
tee on Post-War Foreign Policy was set 
. up in fhc U.S. Department of State “or 
under its leadership.” 

3. The end product of the work of the 
Committee on Post-War Foreign Policy 
was the United Nations Charter result¬ 
ing in the transfer, by deceit and subter¬ 
fuge, of powers of government to the 
United Nations Organization. 

Upon this documented record can be 
constructed these conclusions: 

a. The Council on Foreign Relations, 
its membership comprising about four¬ 
teen-hundred leading financiers, indus¬ 
trialists, politicians, media directors, 
educators, and militarists in America, 
has as its long-range goal the establish¬ 
ment of a one world government appar¬ 
atus which they intend to command. 

b. The U. S. Department of State is 
controlled by an international body, 
the Council on Foreign Relations, and 
its leadership is recruited from the 
membership of the Council on Foreign 
Relations.

e. The Council on Foreign Relations 
is therefore, inimical to the security, the 
welfare, and the proper interests of the 
American people.

ITEM: From a form letter circulated by the United Nations Association of 
the U.S.A. in June, 1969: 

We feel that you are deeply aware of the needs of children all over the 
world, and of the worth of UNICEF. It and other fine UN organizations 
contribute to the international understanding and hope for a better world. 

Correction: Providing for the welfare of children in need is without 
question a most worthy project — but not when such efforts are used as a 
facade by the International Communist Conspiracy. And, as one would 
expect from any agency connected with the United Nations, U.N.I.C.E.F. has 
had more than its share of Communists on the payroll. The first chairman of 
the United Nations International Children’s Emergency Fund was Ludwig 
Rjachmann, a Communist from Soviet-controlled Poland. When he was 
subpoenaed in 1957 by the Senate Judiciary Committee to answer questions 
about his connections with Communist agent Alger Hiss, Rjachmann fled this 
country rather than appear before the Committee. 

In 1952 the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee published a 434-page 
document entitled Activities Of United States Citizens Employed By The 
United Nations, in which it revealed that: “startling evidence has disclosed 
infiltration into the UN of an overwhelmingly large group of disloyal U.S. 
citizens, many of whom are closely associated with the international 
Communist movement.... Their positions at the time we subpoenaed them 
were ones of trust and responsibility in the UN Secretariat and in its 
specialized agencies.” One such subversive was a woman named Ruth 
Crawford, a publications officer for U.N.I.C.E.F. She declared under oath 
that she had been a member of the Communist Party and was still in 
sympathy with it. There was also Joyce Campbell, who admitted that she had 
been employed by the American Committee for Yugoslav Relief, an officially 
cited Communist Front organization, and that her position with that Front 
was the reference that obtained for her a job with U.N.I.C.E.F.! 

In 1909 Lenin emphatically stated that “Marxism is materialism ... it 
is .. .relentlessly hostile to religion.” And in 1957 Nikita Khrushchev said: 
“We consider that belief in God contradicts our Communist outlook.” In the

face of Communism’s consistently hostile attitude toward Christianity, 
U.N.I.C.E.F. shows where its allegiance lies by constantly choosing artists 
who have collaborated with Communist causes to design its Christmas cards. 

Pablo Picasso, perhaps the best known of all the artists chosen by 
. U.N.I.C.E.F., designed a card for them in 1961. The following year he 
received the Lenin Peace Prize from a spiritually sensitive soul in Moscow 
named Nikita Khrushchev. Did you know that Picasso has belonged to the 
. French Communist Party since 1944? And that the December 1966 issue of 
the Marxist magazine New World Review praises him as a "life-long 
Communist"? 

Consider also some of Picasso’s stable mates. Hans Erni, artist of two 
U.N.I.C.E.F. cards in 1957, was refused admission to the United States in 
1950 because of his Communist activities. Ben Shahn, artist of a' 1958 
U.N.I.C.E.F. card, has been connected with at least twenty-one Communist 
Front organizations. Antonio Frasconi, artist of another 1958 U.N.I.C.E.F. 
card, was a signer of the Artists Front to Win the War, an officially cited 
Communist Front. Doris Lee, a 1959 and 1960 U.N.I.C.E.F. card artist, has 
been affiliated with four officially cited Communist Fronts. She also signed a 
statement requesting U.S. aid for the Soviet Union and for Red China. 

Arnold Blanch, artist of 1962 and 1963 U.N.I.C.E.F. cards, has been 
connected with at least four officially cited Communist Front organizations. 

He has also regularly contributed cartoons and illustrations to Communist 
publications. Karel Svolinsky, artist of a 1963 U.N.I.C.E.F. card, is a Czech 
Communist. In 1966, Lojos Vincze, a writer and artist from Communist 
Hungary, did art work for some of the cards; while the biggest and most 
expensive card in the 1966 line was a painting by a French artist named Jean 
Lurcat - described by the House Committee on Un-American Activities as 
“reportedly a member of the French Communist Party and an active member 
in numerous Communist Front organizations.” Small wonder that Florence 
Fowler Lyons wrote in her column for September 11, 1966: “The 
Communist Party bookshop in Los Angeles has just informed me that ‘soon’ 
they will receive their annual supply of UNICEF greeting cards.” 

The Communist permeation of U.N.I.C.E.F. also explains the many 
strange ways this “charitable” organization spends its money. The newsletter 
of the McGraw-Edison Company’s Committee For Public Affairs of Decem¬ 
ber 1961 pointed out: “The United Nations International Children’s 
Emergency Fund ... appropriated S59 million between 1947 and 1958 to 
Communist countries. In a ratio not unlike that of other UN ventures, the 
United States has furnished approximately $42 million of the money. Also, as 
with any ‘aid’ program, the assistance does not go to the needy but is 
administered through governments.” And as any student of the Communist 
Conspiracy can tell you, food and medicine are used as political weapons to 
keep enslaved peoples under subjection. Witness the systematic, intentional

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starvation by the Reds of 10 million Ukrainians in the 1930’s, and the 
Communists’ brutal use of U.N.R.R.A. supplies in the late 1940's in Poland as 
described by Ambassador Arthur Bliss Lane in J Saw Poland Betrayed. 

Do you remember the U.N. aggression in Katanga in 1961, when hospitals 
were bombed and civilians were indiscriminately killed? Well, U.N.I.C.E.F. . 
helped finance it. We quote from Stanton Evans’ column in the Indianapolis 
News for January 26, 1962: “When the UN was out of money for its Congo 
aggression, it borrowed $10 million, earmarked for UNICEF, from the U.S. • 
government. This was UNICEF money — handed over with UNICEF’s express 
consent.»..In short... UNICEF moneys were used to subsidize the 
Katanga aggression.” 

In March 1960, only a few months after the bloody takeover of Cuba by 
Fidelfcastro, U.N.I.C.E.F. voted to send his Communist regime $170,000 for 
“health services,” and for “environmental sanitation." In 1964 U.N.I.C.E.F. 
sent Castro another $125,000 to spend, among other things, on a fleet of 
trucks and jeeps, plus the spare parts to keep them in condition. This was in 
addition to U.N.I.C.E.F.’s emergency appropriation to Communist Cuba that 
same year of $205,000. The D.A.R. magazine for April 1969 contains an 
article about U.N.I.C.E.F. which notes: “the general public looked with 
jaundiced eye on UNICEF gifts of $51 million worth of food and drugs to 
Cuba, where ’underground sources in that unhappy island’ reported ‘that the 
drugs are already aboard a Russian ship on their way to the Soviet Union.’ ” 

In 1962 an important national Catholic weekly, The Wanderer, prepared a 
flyer about U.N.I.C.E.F. In it was the following: “As for Catholic spokesmen 
who in recent years have taken a stand against participating in UNICEF ’trick 
or treating,’ only a few weeks ago we wrote to Msgr. Edward J. Goebel, 
Milwaukee archdiocesan superintendent of schools, asking him whether 
Milwaukee schools still do not participate in the UNICEF Halloween 
program, and, if not, would he please state his reasons. Msgr. Goebel’s reply, 
dated September 8, 1962, follows. He writes: ‘Our opposition to the UNICEF 
organization was based on the protest of several of our former Catholic Army 
chaplains who maintain that UNICEF proceeds were not contributed to 
youth in need, but rather that they were taken up by the Communists in the 
[Communist-controlled] countries.” In short, U.N.I.C.E.F. supports the 
policy of submit or starve! 

Even without considering the Communists’ exploitation of U.N.I.C.E.F., 
we would want to caution Americans against supporting it purely on grounds 
of its incompetence. One can do far more good with his money by supporting 
bonafide religious and charitable causes. The U.N.I.C.E.F. publication 
Children Of The Developing Countries, for example, admits that in 1961 
U.N.I.C.E.F. had 575 employees and distributed about $25 million. In typical 
contrast, the Catholic Relief Services for that same year distributed $125 
million in aid with a staff of only 130 employees. 

"Let's put the subversive Rather Bros., Valter, Victor £ 

Roy behind bars, or back to Moscow, where they took their 
•basic training.' in the 1930's;" 
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To see how financially irresponsible U.N.I.C.E.F. can get, note the 
following from National Review for June 14, 1966: “Twenty million cents 
will permit UNICEF to occupy quarters on the sixth floor of the swank 
United Nations Plaza, instead of the unspeakable second floor. Yes, last week 
UNICEF was offered the second floor - identical in layout to the sixth, 
except for some additional space - at a saving over five years of $150,000 to 
$200,000, plus a large contribution from a New York company that wanted 
• to rent the sixth floor. The executive director, touring in Africa, telegraphed 
to the real estate agents that under no circumstances would he accept 
second-story space but insisted on the sixth; so, since ALCOA, the building 
owner, had a ‘moral agreement’ with the UN, that was that.” U.N.I.C.E.F. 
claims that for one penny it can provide five glasses of milk. By such figures, 
its fancy quarters are depriving needy children of 100 million glasses of milk. 

Consider also how adept U.N.I.C.E.F. is at squandering money in its 
everyday operations. G. Edward Griffin includes an excellent illustration of 
this in his valuable book The Fearful Master. A Second Look At The United 
Nations (Western Islands, Belmont, Massachusetts, 1964, $1.00) where he 
writes: “UNICEF received one dollar for two teacher’s manuals advertised in 
one of its promotional pamphlets; it sent not only the manuals, but a large 
box containing hundreds of expensively printed brochures glorifying the 
purposes and accomplishments of UNICEF. This unrequested and unwanted 
material was shipped first class airmail at a total postage cost of $10.40. 
According to UN statistics this could have purchased 5,200 glasses of milk.” 

What must be especially galling to the untold thousands of Americans 
whose loved ones have been killed or wounded in the war in Vietnam is the 
recently announced plans of U.N.I.C.E.F. to funnel money to the government 
of Communist North Vietnam. As Human Events for June 28, 1969. 
reported: “The United Nation’s International Children’s Fund - UNICEF - 
will shortly begin negotiations to inaugurate an aid program for children in 
North Vietnam, marking the world body’s first official contact with the 
Hanoi Communist regime. Discussions will be carried out by a UNICEF vice 
president. Dr. Boguslav Kozusznik of [ Communist] Poland.” 

Because of its simply monstrous record, U.N.I.C.E.F. hides behind a mask 
of alleged charity, for fear that the American public will come to realize that 
it is just one more “front" which the International Communist Conspiracy is 
using in its drive to enslave the world. - W.E.D. ■ ■

Soviet and West Said to Plan 
‘Think Tank* on World Issues

A report in the weekly maga¬ 
zine Science says that Soviet 
and Western representatives 
have been holding secret dis¬ 
cussions on the establishment 
of a large-scale, internationally 
staffed "think tank" to study 
the problems of industrialized 
societies. 

The report, made public yes¬ 
terday, said "concrete action 
to set up the proposed institu¬ 
tion might possibly come early 
next year.” 

The two principals in the de¬ 
liberations have been Dzherman 
M. Gvishiani, a first deputy 
chief of the Soviet State Com¬ 
mittee for Science and Tech¬ 
nology, and McGeorge Bundy, 
president of the Ford Founda¬ 
tion, the magazine said. 

The report, under a Paris 
dateline, was from Dan S. 
Greenberg, the European cor¬ 
respondent of the magazine. 
Science is published by the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 

The magazine said Mr. Gvi¬ 
shiani is the son-in-law of Pre¬ 
mier Alexsei N. Kosygn, and 
is widely regarded as an influ¬ 


ential "bridge-builder" to the 
West. Mr. Bundy became in¬ 
volved in the deliberations in 
1966, after leaving his post as 
President Johnson’s special as¬ 
sistant for national security 
affairs. 

Mr. Bundy could not imme¬ 
diately be reached for comment 
on the report, but a Ford Foun¬ 
dation spokesman confirmed 
that Mr. Bundy and Mr. Gvi¬ 
shiani had met in the Soviet 
Union during the summer. 

The report said others who 
took part in the discussions 
included Sir Solly Zuckerman, 
chief scientific adviser to the 
British Government; Aurelio 
Peccei, an executive of Italy’s 
Olivetti Corporation, and also 
West German and French rep¬ 
resentatives. 

The article quoted a source 
as having said that the insti¬ 
tution would be concerned with 
developing techniques that 
might be universally employed 
in dealing with such common 
problems as pollution, trans¬ 
portation, housing and educa¬ 
tion.

Roberts TeOHis Plan to 
Outlaw U.N.

Like a commanding general 
mapping a plan of battle. Arch 
E. Roberts told a select audience 
Friday noon "what must be done 
in the State of Wyoming" to save 
(he American Constitution. 

Repeating his warning tha 
the United Nations charter is a 
prelude to world government, 
the retired Army officer said 
that his appearances in Ca^er 
were to "test" the reaction of 
Wyomingites to his explanation 
of the dangers. 

He told the 25 persons 
attending the 15 a plate luncheon 
of the plans by what he called 
"Bilderburghers" to form a 
"Soviet animal farm" and 
reduce the world to totalitarian 
serfdom. The group is composed 
of members of a financial and 
industrial cartel, he avered. 

The Legislatures of several 
states, be said, must investigate 
the U.N. Charter to see if it does, 
as he claims, contradict the 
constitution of the United States 
and of the sovereign state. Wbei 
this has been established, then 
the legislature will declare that 
the U. S. Senate had no right to 
ratify the charter. 

Following this, Roberts said, 
the state will declare the charter 
an act outside of the law and 
make it a felony for anyone to 
try to enforce the provisons of 
the U.N. Charter. 

"We need action only in two or 
three states in order to bring a 


reaction from the enemy." 
Roberts told the "select” group. 

He proposed the formation of a 
Wyoming chapter of his national 
Committee to Save the 
Constitution. 

"We must begin now to 
organize the resistance 
movement and stop the erosion 
of the Constitution and the 
tranter of our people into this 
animal farm." be said. 

Roberts later spoke to a public 
meeting to outline his views on 
the dangers to America and to 
the Constitution of the proposed 
"takeover of the nation" by the 
international cartel. 

He said that he is not worried 
about threats made on his life 
but that he is concerned for the 
safety of his family from persons 
who oppose hisout^token views. 
They live in Ft. Collins. Colo., 
where he says the snail town is 
safer than a larger city such as. 
"say Denver." 

Roberts' voice Aowed the 
strain of a rigorous two - day 
schedule which included 
appearances before student 
groups, radio and television and 
an endless round of greetings. 

His visit was sponsored, in 
large part, by Wyomingites who 
had supported the American 
Independence Party which was 
formed by ex-Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace. However, there

Its Outrageous that the head of USLP intelligence can have the GALL 
to be calling every patriotic group he can, sending out hundreds of 
mailings to patriotic groups of his communist literature in an effort 
to coopt so transparent so as to be an insult to our intelligence. 

Shortly after Deguello appeared a major figure attacked the publishing, qui 
properly, as being a disruption.

Now this is precisely the overall issue here. How is it that a group who 
aren't even Americans have the right to involve themselves in the internal 
affairs of the patriotic community? How is it that suddenly its proper 
for totally foreign elements to have a say in our affairs. Have we become 
so weak that we no longer find it outrageous that total outsiders feel it 
safe to meddle in our affairs? Here we're going to have to get a little 
ugly; because its fully called for. Where is a leader who will rise and 
say'Uutt out spick-Its none of your affair 1 ! Nothing will gain us more respe 

than for us to set out clear boundaries within which outsiders are NOT 

allowed to involve thems'elves in. For any who do, there must be swift and 

effective retaliation. Without this we can never be respected or safe. 


And perhaps this is the final lesson of Deguello : An object lesson in what 
happens when a group or nation or person becomes so weak that it allows 
foreign elements to effect the runnino of his affairs. One gains neither re 
spect or safety through weakness. A weakened view of ones obligation to 
defend a legitimate territory is one of the most universal sign that an 
animal is near death. Deguello challanges our will to resist and survive.

In material published by ROBERTS, he has stated in 
1962, while on active dijty with the U. S. Army and assigned 
to the 24th infantry division in Europe. He prepared at the 
direction of Major General EDWIN A. WALKER, a program to teach 
"citizenship in service" to members of the German based 
command. ROBERTS was critically attacked by the national 
press for defying Pentagon muzzling in an address before the 
Daughters of the American Revolution in Washington, D. C. 

As a result of this defiance, according to ROBERTS, he was 
immediately confined to his post at Fort Lee, Virginia, and 
on May 7, 1962, the Secretary of the Army relieved him of 
active duty assignment. ROBERTS said he was denied a court 
martial or legal counsel to which he was entitled and as a 
result of his ouster brought civil suit against the Secretary 
of the Army. In 1964, the U. S. District Court in Washington 
found that the Secretary of the Army was in violation of 
his own regulations. ROBERTS was subsequently reinstated on 
active duty, awarded three years back pay, and retroactively 
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promoted to the rank of Lieutenant Colonel. He 
voluntarily retired from the U. S. Army on 9/30/65.

of the moment; Instead of this each outbreak has been car¬ 
ried on to the same slogans, has repeated the same catch¬ 
words, and each has been directly copied from the earliest— 
and until 1917—the most successful attempt, the first French 
Revolution. 

"2. That the leaders of the movement have never, in a 
single instance, been men of the people, but always members 
of the upper or middle classes who could not be any pos¬ 
sibility be regarded as victims of oppression. And, if it is

■ HOW IT STARTED 

In 1954 Prince Bernhard of Holland called a meeting of 
about 100 International decision makers from the NATO 
nations. The sessions were held in Oosterbeek, Netherlands 
at the Bilderberg Hotel, thus the name of the organization. 
Funds were provided by the Ford and Rockefeller Foun¬ 
dations.! _ 

Until 1971, the partlcipatns were all from Western Europe, 
Canada and the United States. A shroud of secrecy surrounds 
each meeting. Only in recent years are the topics to be 
discussed divulged to the communications media. Prince 
Bernhard’s daughter has attended most meetings as the only 
female but did not have the right to speak. She could only 
listen. Those invited come from the ranks of politicians, 
military leaders, government officials, international bankers, 
media controllers and powerful industrialists. Bach year about 
one-half of the members are changed but many principals 
return rather often. 

THE TWENTY-FOURTH MEETING 

Since 1954, at least one meeting has been held each year. 

The 1975 meeting was held from April 25-27 at Cesrae, Tur¬ 
key .2 This 22nd annual meeting (two meetings were held in 
the years 1955 and 1957) was convened at the walled Green 
Dolphin resort on the Aegean Sea, forty five miles west of 
Izmis. Twenty-five Turkish policemen with submachine guns 
guarded the luxury complex. Fifty plalnclothesmen strolled 
the grounds. This year the discussion topics were announced 
in a brief news release as inflation and Middle East peace 
prospects. The participants included: Mrs. Margaret Thatcher, 
leader of Britain's Conservative Party; British Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Denis Healey; Arthur Hartman, assistant 
United States Secretary of State for European Affairs; Donald 
Rumsfeld, White House aide; George Ball, former Under¬ 
secretary of State; United Stales banker, David Rockefeller; 
World Bank President, Robert McNamara; and French banker, 
Edmond de Rothschild. 

STUDY OF POWER ELITES 

A.K. Chesterton In "The New Unhappy Lords” says, 
"The proper study of political mankind is the study of power 
elites, without which nothing that happens can be under¬ 
stood. These elites, preferring to work in private, seldom pose 
for photographers and their influence upon events has to be 
deduced, therefore, from what is known of the agencies they 
employ... one of the most blatant of these agencies, despite 
Us adoption of a secret society technique, is the Bilderbergers 
group. Strange that Prince Bernhard should be a front man 
for a powerful, left-wing secret society.” 

Westbrook Pegler first exposed the Bilderbergers in print 
In 1957. The arrangements for the resorts, security, trans¬ 
portation and other details are carried out through a per¬ 
manent Bilderberg office in the Hague, Holland. Prince 
Bernhard is in his sixties and is linked with Royal Dutch 
Petroleum (Shell Oil). 

AMERICAN STEERING COMMITTEE 

American members of the steering committee have In¬ 
cluded: David Rockefeller, Chase Manhatten Banki-Henry 
Heinz of H.J. Heinz Company; Thomas Hughes of the Car¬ 
negie Endowment for International Peace; Emilio Collado, 
Executive Vice-President of Standard Oil; and Robert Ander¬ 
son, Chairman of Atlantic Richfield Oil Company. 

Why no publicity when attendees have included Gardner ; - 
Cowles of Cowles Publishing Company (LOOK Magazine), 
Time Managing Editor Henry Grunwald and Mr. Donovan; 

NY Times employees Mex Frankel, James Reston and the 
late A.H. Sulzberger, and national columnists Joseph Kraft 
and Joseph Harsch?6-7 

U.S. CONGRESS MEMBERS 

Over the years, some of our Congressmen who have 
attended Bilderberger meetings Include: United States Sena¬ 


tors—Edward isrc -efiifTord Case, Frank Church, Ralph 
Flanders, William Jbirght,. fred Harris, Bourke> Hicken- 
looper, Henry Jackson, Jacob Javlts, Gale McGee, Mike Mon- 
roney, Hugh Scott, and John Sparkman; and United States 
Representatives—JerryFord (1962, 1964,1970), Richard Bolling, 
John Brademas, Chet Holifield, Peter Frelinghuysen, Dante 
Fascell, F. Bradford Morse, Henry Reuss, and Brooks Hays. 

One of the earliest mentionings in the press was in 
The National Review in its May 24, 1958 issue, on the Table 
of Contents page under the "For the Record” Column. It 
mentioned a Bilderberg meeting that was held that spring 
in The Hague. The total of this rare insight was seven lines 
of half-column width. 


BILDERBERG APPROVED POLITICIANS 

In 1964 the spring meeting was held at Williamsburg, 
Virginia which was rebuilt with Rockefeller money. Gerald 
Ford attended. At the 1966 meeting, British Labor Party 
Leader Prime Minister Harold Wilson and the future Prime 
Minister, Conservative Leader Ed Heath, attended. The In¬ 
coming Premier of Sweden, Erlander, and the future Presi¬ 
dent of France Pompidou also attended. They were joined 
by Henry Kissinger, Schmidt of Germany, Canadian Gover¬ 
nor-General Michener; Canadian Minister of Transport 
Marchand and Canadian Senate Leader Martin.6 At about this 
time, Henry Kissinger stated, "The ultimate goal of a supra- 
natlonalist world community will not come quickly...but it is 
not too early to prepare ourselves for this step beyond the 
nation-state." 

CHANGING ROLE OF AMERICA 

From April 23rd to the 25th, 1971, the Bilderbergers met 
at Laurence Rockefeller's plush resort inWoodstock, Vermont. 
The topics reportedly discussed were: "The possibility of a 
change of the American role in the world and its conse¬ 
quences," and "the contribution of business in dealing with 
current problems of social instability.”8 The President and 
Editor in Chief of Newsweek magazine, Osborn Elliott, at¬ 
tended this meeting yet Newsweek carried nothing about it. 
The Washington Observer was the only large news source 
to report the meeting. On May 15, 1971 the Bilderbergers 
therein were described as "the name given to the periodical 
conferences of the international pro-communist big-money 
Establishment...The Bilderberger group is considered to be 
just two ranks removed from the apex of the secret govern¬ 
ment which rules the world.” Very powerful words yet no 
lawsuit has been filed against the Washington Observer. 
Why not? 

In attendance at the 1971 meeting were the assistant to 
President Nixon for National Security Henry Kissinger, Under 
Secretary of State George Ball, Senator Adlal Stevenson 
III, David Rockefeller and journalist William Moyers. Within 
75 days of this conference, Henry Kissinger was in Red China 
and had arranged for the visit by President Nixon. Other 
unusual world events took place shortly. The first devaluation 
of the dollar took place. With the dollar crisis in August, 
vast profits were made by "those in the know." 


THE RUSSIAN CONNECTION 

The 1971 meeting was the first one to invite persons 
from outside the NATO structure. Two Russians and two 
Chinese were In attendance. Within 188 days of this con¬ 
ference, where discussion pertained to business and current 
problems of social Instability, the United States was selling 
feed grains to Russia at a favored price and at extremely 
low interest rates. 

The taxpayers paid for the services of the Secret Service, 
FBI, state and local law enforcement personnel used during 
the conference. The costs of transportation, etc. were paid 
by grants from the tax exempt Ford and Rockefeller Foun¬ 
dations through the Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace organization.5 

The 1972 meeting was held in Knokke, Belgium and in 
1973 at Saltsjobaden, Sweden.5

ROTHSCHILD INFLUENCE 


PRESIDENT FORD brj,, KNOWLEDGE 


The April 19-21, 1974 conference was held at the Hotel 
Mont d'Arbois In Megeve, France. The hotel Is Just twenty 
miles from Switzerland and is owned by Baron Edmond de 
Rothschild. The hotel and the long road leading to it were 
guarded by between 600 and 1000 uniformed gendarmes and 
plainclothesmen who were armed with rifles, machine guns 
and traveled In armored cars. No publicity appeared anywhere 
in the world except for the local French newspaper. Guests 
arrived at the Geneva airport beginning April 18th. Mercedes- 
Benz, Rolls Royce, and Cadillac limousines were used to 
transport the guests with armed and uniformed Swiss and 
French police as escorts.5-6 

AND THE ROCKEFELLERS 

David and Nelson Rockefeller were in attendance. One 
top level publisher was invited. He was Henry A. Grunwald, 
managing Editor of TIME. Mrs. Mirium Camps, senior re¬ 
search fellow for the Council on Foreign Relations, (Ameri¬ 
ca's invisible government), was the first woman invited to 
participate in the proceedings. Senator Walter Mondale and 
Mathias of Maryland were there. General Andrew Goodpaster, 
Supreme Allied Commander in Europe attended but was 
listed under the heading "International” rather than under 
"United States”. Henry Kissinger was invited but State De¬ 
partment business kept him from attending. He sent two 
representatives in his place: Helmut Sonnenfeldt (better 
known as "Wheat Deal” Sonnenfeldt), Counselor of the 
Department of State, and Winston Lord, the Director of 
Planning and Coordination for the U.S. State Department. 
No one from Russia, Red China or the Arabian countries 
were invited to this conference. A total of 18 Americans 
participated. 

The topics discussed were the Mideast and petroleum, 
NATO and the Common Market. 

NO PRESS COVERAGE DESIRED 

Prince Bernhard announced at a brief press conference 
who had been invited and what the topics would be. He 
then declared there would be no more information on the 
three day session and according to one French newsman, 
Prince Bernhard said, "In fact, we Just don't want you 
around." Reporters were not allowed to enter the hotel .9 

The Washington Post on July 21, 1974 stated that Bern- 
hard likes to change as many as 50% of the participants from 
year to year. The main speakers get ten minutes each and 
other participants are limited to five minutes. Votes are 
never taken and titles are not used. 

In the Congressional Record. Friday, August 9, 1974, 
Hon. Joe L. Evins of Tennessee of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives entered the Information that Scripps Howard News¬ 
paper writer Richard Starnes detailed Liberty Lobby’s de¬ 
nunciation of the Bilderbergers. "He excused press laxity by 
calling Bilderberg proceedings 'essentially dull, ’ but neglected 
to explain why a gathering of America’s and the world's 
richest and most powerful billionaires would be 'duU.'" 
Evins quotes Pince Bernhard: " 'At our. meetings eminent 
persons may speak freely without being hindered by the 
knowledge that their words and ideas will be analyzed, com¬ 
mented upon and criticized.* ".9 

THE LOGAN ACT: FOR WHOM? 

The Logan Act prohibits any American citizen without 
proper authority from "commencing or carrying on any 
correspondence or intercourse with any foreign government 
or officer or agent thereof, with intent to Influence the 
measures or conduct of any foreign government or officer 
or agent thereof, in relation to any disputes of controversies 
with the United States or to defeat the measures of the 
United States—subject to fine of not more than $5,000 or 
imprisonment of not more than three years, or both.” 

Congressman John R. Rarick asked the Attorney General’s 
Office if attendance at a Bilderberg meeting violated the 
Logan Act. Assistant Attorney General Robert C. Mardian’s 
reply dated June 1, 1971 to Representative Rarick indicated 
the United States government had no reason to believe that 
the Logan Act was being violated at Woodstock. 


In view of available information, the following letter is 
of great interest. A college history student, having been made 
inquisitive by some comments made in class, wrote to Presi¬ 
dent Ford. Her answer came on Department of Justice sta¬ 
tionery as follows: 

Dear Ms. McArthur: 

Your letter to the President of March 10, 1975, 
has been referred to this Office for reply, because 
no one in the White House has any Information re¬ 
garding "The Bilderburgers." Unfortunately, after 
some Investigation, we have not been able to dis¬ 
cover any information regarding "The Bilderburgers" 
either. 

I am sorry I.cannot be of more help.

KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN 


A confident.— i source advised that the Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan s .c-d\K) was established in Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana, in late b.d oy David Ernest Duke, a former 
leader of several locu.1 white hate type groups. The organi¬ 
zation’s publication, "The Crusader", describes the KKKK as 
a movement of men who are creating an organization which has 
the strength to stop the decay and decline of our communities 
and white Christian culture. It is based on the principles 
which made the white -ace and America great and which will 
lead them to greatness again. The KKKK has established no 
direct link with any ether local or national Klan organization. 

At a KKKK recaption held for David Duke in 
January 1974, he sta-d there soon would be a large-scale 
clash between blacks -ad whites and he urged whites to arm 
themselves In prepara.ion for this. During a radio appearance 
at New Orleans, Louisiana, in January 1974, Duke stated the 
Klan was getting ready for a violent and bad situation 
which he believes will arise in this country by getting 
guns and getting organized. Duke has traveled extensively 
to participate and speak at demonstrations and rallies of 
other white extremist; groups in the United States.

The Minutemc.t organization was organized in 1960 
reportedly to resist t e spread of communism in the United 
States, by use of guer ilia tactics. Robert B. DePugh, 
national coordinator o the Minutemen, was sentenced in 
October 1970, for violations of the Federal Firearms Act. 
At the time of his arrest DePugh was in possession of docu 
ments concerned with fc aerrilla warfare and other 
paraphernalia, including hand grenades, gun silencers, 
and a machine gun. DePugh was released on parole during 
April 1973, and in Jui.c 1973, indicated he planned to 
revitalize the Minutemen into a "two-armed organization." 
Arm number one was to ue utilized as a political front 
organization to sway t-actions and control local and state 
political structures. Arm number two was to be an under-, 
ground guerrilla organization made up of "strike teams"-. 
These "strike teams ' are to be under direct control of 
DePugh. and their existence is to he unknown to everyone, 
including Minutemen SLatfc Coordinators.

The Progressive Labor Party (PLP), which was founded 
in 1965, adopted a constitution which "resolved to build a 
revolutionary ..vement" nd "build a socialist USA with 
all power in t. hands ... the working people." PLP followed 
the Chinese co ..u.iist e for several years but became 
critical of Chinese le^-rs for establishing a dialogue with 
the U.S. follcv.-ing Prec-aent Nixon's visit to China in 1972. 
Thereafter, PL? declare- itself to be an independent Marxist- 
Leninist organization a-med at setting up a dictatorship of 
the working class. According to Milton Rosen, National 
Chairman, the PLP advcc tes violent overthrow of the 
Government, but has set no timetable for its overthrow. 

The PLP, which is headquartered in New York City, has 
chapters in more than 25 cities in the U.S., and has, in the 
past year, initiated efforts to make PLP "an international 
party with the aim of r building a new revolutionary communist 
movement." 


In 1972, the rLP organized the Workers Action 
Movement (WAM) as a fr^r.t group in order to build a base 
in the trade union movement and to attract workers into 
PLP.

SHERIFF'S POSSE COMITATUS 

The Sheriff's PosBe Comitatus (SPC), also known as 
the Citizens Law Enforcement Research Committee (CLERC), 
established at PortlanG, Oregon, in 1973, is a non- 
affiliated offshoot of the Identity Group, a California 
based organization whose leaders and membership have espoused 
hatred for Jews and Negrce9 and advocated assassination of 
FBI Agents and Internal Revenue Service (IRS) Agents, as 
well as the hanging of certain judges. The primary activities 
of the SPC have been directed toward efforts to gain public 
support for opposition ru regional governments, restrictive 
gun legislation, and to encourage mass non-compliance with 
the Internal Revenue Cone. 

The leader oi che SPC is Henry Lamont (Mike) Beach, 
who has expressed the purpose of the SPC to be the education 
of law enforcement officials followed by direct action if 
authorities fail to comoat alleged law violators. Beach 
encourages the organization of posse groups in counties 
throughout- the country u-t does not attempt to control the 
philosophies or activities of the particular chapters. 

The "Posse Couitatus" , a pamphlet distributed by the 
SPC, states the local pusses have the right under natural law 
to act in the name of tde sheriff to protect local jurisdiction, 
to prevent illegal orders by state, federal, or local officials, 
and to maintain peace d.d security during time of crises. 

William Potte. Gale, Glendale, California, is the leader 
of the Identity Group wnich is also known as the Ministry of 
Christ Church, which h_ a been described as a cover for an 
"underground army." He is the self-proclaimed minister of the 
church. Identic/ Group claims to have representatives in 40 
states. It advocates \-jlence against Federal officers, blacks, 
and Jewish elements. Tn« group advocates tax rebellion and 
has urged the killing u i Federal judges as well as FBI Agents 
and IRS Agents. It advocates formation of a "Posse Comitatus", 
a voluntary group of citizens who would act in the name of the 
local sheriffs to "enforce" the law.

Stoddard observed, . .Construction and destruction, 
progress and regress, evolution and revolution, are alike 
the work of dynamic minorities. Numerically small, tal¬ 
ented elites create and advance high civilizations; while 
Ja , tiine France and Bolahevic Russia prove how a small 
but ruthless revolutionary faction can wreck a social 
order and tyrannize a great population. Of course,” 
he sad. "these dynamic groups are composed primarily 
of leaders—they are the officers’ corps of much larger 
anmes which mobilize instinctively when crises arise."(4)

•Holmes, "is therefore bad.” (7) It will continue to be 
"bad" until advanced societies learn to cope success¬ 
fully with overt and covert forces Inimical to the bearers 
of the social order. 

The decay of ancient races and civilizations may 
have been tolerable to man at a time when there were 
available evolved and mlllenlal.tempered races to move 
Into the vacuum created by the fall of 1 preceding cul¬ 
ture. Such reservoirs of high-quality lineage, however, 
no longer exist; and none appear visible on the genetic 
horizon. 

The attritiohal lose of "talented elites” has been fur¬ 
ther accelerated in out era by the introduction into so-, 
dety of chromosomal-damaging chemicals—a genetic hor¬ 
ror which Lapouge and Holmes could not have Imagined 
In their studies of agendes affecting selection in man. 
Mankind's twentieth-century threat, psychedelic drugs, 
has the dimensions of a genocldal time bomb. 

The American dvillzation, no less than did the Ath¬ 
enian, depeods upon the quality of the men and women 
who are the bearers of it AU the accumulations of 
instruments and ideas, massed and welded into marve¬ 
lous structures, rest upon Uving foundations. Should 
these Uving foundations decay by attrition, crumble by 
subversion, or be destroyed by aril tidal means, the 
mightiest dvilization will sag, crack, and at last crash 
down in ruin. 

"The revolt against dvilizatioa," said Stoddard, "goes 
deeper than we are apt to suppose. However elaborate 
and persuasive may be the modern doctrines of rebellion, 
they are mere rationalizations of an instinctive, primitive 
urge.”(8) 

A factor carefuUy avoided in today's studies of the 
rise and progress of revolution is the fact that indiv¬ 
iduals or groups placed at cultural levels above their 
capadties instinctively revert to lower and more con¬ 
genial surroundings.

Stoddard declared that this has never occurred be¬ 
cause of three destructive tendencies which have, In 
times past, always brought civilizations to decline and 
ruin. These three tendencies, be said, are: (1) the ten¬ 
dency to structural overloading, (2) the tendency to bio¬ 
logical regression, and (3) the tendency to atavistic re¬ 
volt (10) 


The shock troops for the American revolution of 
the 1960’s are the same type of congenital savage, the 
same kind of eugenic degenerate, and the same rejected 
humanity employed to overturn the social order in 
France, in Russia, and in a succession of similar na- 
ional convulsions. flA T T y r <AgT,rf i n g the emotional met 
chanlams which trigger the human power base of revo¬ 
lution is a prime requisite to devising a counter-force. 
These factors are unchanging and predictable, and have 
been successfully exploited for generations by those who 
promote rebellion. 

The attitude of the unadaptable toward the civiliza¬ 
tion which rejects him la certainly one of instinctive 
opposition and discontent. These feelings vary from un¬ 
reasoning riislikw to flaming hatred. This volcano of 
emotion is finally directed, not merely against Imperfec¬ 
tions in the social order, but against the social order 
itself. This is a point which is rarely mentioned or 
understood. Nevertheless, It is the moat important Issue 
of the whole matter. 


"We must realize clearly that the basic attitude of 
the Under Man,” Stoddard said, "is an Instinctive and 
natural revolt against civilization. The reform of abuses 
may diminish the intensity of social discontent. It may 
also diminish the numbers of the discontented, because 
social abuses precipitate into the depths many persons 
who do not really belong there; persons who were in¬ 
nately capable of achieving the social order if they had 
a fair chance. But, excluding all such anomalous cases, 
there remains a vast residue of unadaptable, depreciated 
humanity, essentially undvillzable and Incorrigibly hostile

Associates in the Pugwash Movement, a major agency 
of policy and propaganda for one-world government plan¬ 
ners. offer a convenient index to the psychology of the 
imernaiionaiists who pose as the protectors and bene¬ 
factors of mankind. “It is in any case evident from 
their statements,” said Ihiane Tkorin in his book, "The 
Pugwash Movement and U. S. Anns Policy," "that some 
among the Pugwasb membership look upon themselves 
as something of an intellectual elite, preordained (or 
perhaps, more scientifically, pre-destined) to order and 
direct the lives of the rest of humankind.” (46) 

Many Americana are convinced that these political 
madmen must tie isolated and neutralised if the American 
social structure Is to escape extinction, and if our chil¬ 
dren are to survive and serve as the living foundations 
of a free civilization. 

This brief and necessarily incomplete study—Its the¬ 
sis supported by authoritative documentation available 
to any researcher—should bring the reader to three ob¬ 
vious conclusions, namely:

Lav earn Aourcan Indlvirtually and tn con¬ 
cord. wwert that authority. 
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The Gove, .r of a Slate a.so lacks the power to 
deal effec.i.. ly with usurpation of constitutional 
powers. A Governor can only rescind executive 
orders—his own or those of a predecessor. He can 
no more u.unake a legislative act than he can 
make one. only the State legislature can make a 
law—or um.-ake an improper one. 

Therefore. ...e objective of Committee to Restore 

the Cone til_ion is to inspire public demand for 

corrective action by the respective State 
legislature. The Stale legislature is obligated to 
challenge u..y threat to constitutional law. Acting 
in its higdebt sovereign capacity the State can 
investigate -cts by Federal agents which violate 
the prohibitions of the United States Constitution, 
or which souk to change the form of government 
established by the articles of the Constitution, or 
which abrog ate the freedoms of person and property 
guaranteed to the people by the Constitution. 

The State legislature, upon finding evidence of 
illegal aci^ oy Federal agents, may then pass 
corrective t .ate statutes to enforce the provisions 
of the Cons -ution within the borders of the State, 

The rule is ..io law of principal: Only the Principal 
in a contrac. can correct violations of that contract 
by its agen. The Stales, having ere a ted the Federal 
governmei.. by the first three articles of the 
Constitution (a contract), is legally bound to 
challenge u lira vires acts by its agents. The State 
must do thio oy a positive act—by investigation of 
violations, and subsequent passage of a State 
statute wnich will enlorce the articles of the U.S. 
Constitution within the borders of the State. 

Further, in.- State is required to protect rights of 
its citize.u; oy passage o( laws which provide 
criminal o—..-lions for violators of its legislative 
acts.

Eachsucceedrn ft State entered the Union of the States,",,, 
upon an equal looting with the original States in all respects 
whatsoever”, (Chapter XXXVI, 13 United Statutes at Large, 
1084). 

Each State has the authority and responsibility to take 
whatever action is accessary to enforce the provisions of the 
Constitution within its borders, and to provide criminal 
sanctions for violators. 

It is not just a right of the State Legislature, which speaks 
for the State in its L.ghest Sovereign capacity, to enforce the 
Constitution withii. uie State's borders, it is a duty. 

The famous resolution of the Kentucky Legislature of 19 
November 17B8 hic.-red: 

Whensoever t..e general government assumes 
undelegated pov. an, its acts are unauthoritative, void 
and of no force; mat to the contract (the Constitution) 
each State acceued as a State and is an integral party; 
that government created by this Contract was not made 
the exclusive or iinal judge of the extent of the powers 
delegated to Haiti, since that would have made its 
discretion, and uot the Constitution, the measure of its 
powers. But, tha; as In all other oases of compact among 
parties having comm n judge, each party has an 
equal right to jt. -re far itself as well as of in fraction as 
of the mode au.u ..isasure of redress. 

When it is that Federal agents have exceeded 

delegated powers oi.-merateti in the articles of the Constitution 
the people, from w...um flow all political powers, must bring 
their authority to o.-rat the point of local political decision to 
support State renisuy. 

County government, building block of the American 
political system, is .no appropriate arena for initiating such 
individual action. 

The sheriff, counly judges and county commissioners are 
local chieftains in i.»e proper function of county government. 
These officers present the greatest challenge to the misuse of 
authority by a ce„.ral government There are over three 
,, thousand county governments in the United States, each a 
self-contained, lawful authority, charged with doing whatever 
is necessary to app. mend, try and punish criminals.

J. Strom 
Thurmond (D-S.C.), the Senate 
Armed Services Committeevoted 
15-1 Wednesday to investigate 
Pentagon censor ship of speeches 
by anti-Communist U.S. military 
men. 

The Thurmond demand was 
touched off by the case of Maj. 
Gen.EdwinA. Walker, a dedicated 
anti-Red with an enviable military 
record, who was booted out of 
command of the 24th Infantry 
Division in Germany for trying 
to enlighten his men on the nature 
of the Communist enemy. 

Also in this picture is Sen. J. 
William Fulbright (D-Ark.), who 
sent the Pema b on a long, hec¬ 
toring "mustn’t oe harsh toward 
Communism”memorandum that 
frightened the nafen.se Depart¬ 
ment into setting up the above 
mentioned censorship. 

There is a lc „d and alarming 
smell of appe dSt ment and defeat¬ 
ism, if nothing vorae, about the 
whole situation.
